Part-time police officer has been hired. Officer McBride is back at work. Firefighter/EMT was 24 

deployed, Nottingham held spot for him and he is now leaving. The highway department’s 350 25 

truck’s transmission broke; it is $7500 to fix. Ms. Danis asked about leasing. Mr. Sterndale said 26 

they can’t lease a truck for more than a year at a time. Mr. Sterndale said this will impact plow 27 

times and routes for this winter. Mr. Morin asked if they can hire a contractor for plowing. Mr. 28 

Sterndale said they explored that option, and he was having trouble finding resources for that.  29 

Mr. Sterndale said they need to decide if they are going to fix this truck tonight. It was the 30 
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consensus of the Board to fix the truck. Mr. Sterndale said it is unlikely it will pass inspection in 31 

September.  32

Mr. Morin asked about making the masks optional but recommended. Mr. Dumas said the 34 

infection rates are down from what they were in October. He said he thinks they could lift it. Mr. 35 

Eaton agrees. Ms. Danis said she agrees after speaking to Dale Sylvia. It was the consensus of 36 

the Board to lift the mask mandate.

Mr. Welch 57 

said there is a postcard coming out with events. In March, there will be a pie social. Mr. Morin 58 

said they could have it in the new kitchen at the old town hall/new SAU building. Mr. Welch 59 

said they wanted to do a satirical play at the community center or at the school. He doesn’t have 60 

someone to run as the director. They may reach out to high school drama student.  61 

Mr. Welch said there is a man who lives in town who runs the PBS show, Our Hometown. He 62 

wants to do a segment on Nottingham. Mr. Welch sent him some names of people in town who 63 

would be great to speak with.  64 
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Mr. Morin asked about the parade and what the route will be. Mr. Welch said it will not require 65 

too much manpower. There may be some detours. Mr. Sterndale said they are working with DOT 66 

for the route. It will be begin at noon.  67 

April 23 is the alarm ride; it is a march reenactment. People will be walking down Ledge Farm 68 

Road.  69 

There will be a fishing derby. Mr. Welch said there will be some prizes.  70 

There is a time capsule and they will have a presentation. The charter will be read at the square. 71 

There is a 60 piece band; it will be at the square or the gym at the school.  72 

Cruise Night cars will driving around town one night.  73 

Women’s Club will do a tea social. Mr. Morin asked about using the old schoolhouse and who to 74 

ask.
